It  is  hoped  that  the  various  members  of  the  Kinfolk,  who  see  this  little  folder 
will  better  realize  what  the  fanily  has  amounted  to,  and  the  possibilities  of 
accomplishment  for  them.  And  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  go  on  to  still  greater 
heights.  <  -  <  - 

It  would  be  very  desirable  if  someone  would  print  1000  or  1500  copies,  6x9  of 
the  Hamill  and  McCalla  G«neo logics  together,  and  send  one  to  each  6f  the  Kin¬ 
folk,  and  put  copies  in  each* prominent  Library  here  and  in  England,  Scotland 
and  Ireland.  Include  the  illustrations.  The  cost  would  be  about  §1000  to 
§1200,  Mr.  Elder  and  Mr.  Hemphill  so  published  each  of  their  Geneologies, 
and  these  Hamill’ and  McCalla  Geneologies  should  be  so  published.  Then,  some 
distant  day,  when  someone  wishes  to  verify  everything  carefully,  and  do  a  fancy 
job  of  it,  it  can  be  reprinted  again  in  much  finer  style-.  But  thi-s  data  has 
been  30  years  in  gathering,  3  Libraries  and  a  church  have  burned  down,  causing 
us  to  lose  invaluable  re  cords ---and  most  cf  the  Kinfolk  have  no  copy  whatever 
of  it.  So  let  us  try  to  ‘get  it  out*  "as  is"  before  another  Library,  -Church  or 
something  burns  down  and  we  lose  what  we-  already  have.  Is. anyone. sufficiently 
interested  in  the  family  good  to  do  this?  This  little  booklet  should  also  be 
published  as  a  Yearbook  and  sent  to  -everyone,  as  a  matter  of  family  pre&tige. 

How  hard  evil  has  faugh t  to  deprive  us  of  a  knowlege  of  the  splendid,  God-fear¬ 
ing, •'"’Christian  "Stock "of  which  we  are  sprung.  Dr.  Sgle,  the  famous  Penna  State 
ZGeneologist ,  had  gathered  so  many  fine  originals  together  on  the  Hamills,  You¬ 
ngs,  MacCandlesses,  Davidsons,  e$c„,  and  was  intending  to  publish  them,  togeth-: 

er  with  the  fine  originals  which  we  had  sent  to  him - -all  of  which  he  had  pro-  ; 

nounced  so  interesting.  These  were  to  be  published  in  the  penna  -Archives,  by 
State  of  Penna,  Then  the  penna  State  Library  at  Harrisburg  burned  down^. 
destroying  everything,  including  all  the  priceless  originals.  Then  l.he  State 
of  New  York  had  gathered  all  their  records  along  these  same  lines  with  what  the. 
they  call  the  palitinate  Records.  Some,  of  our  family  were  there  and  looked 
over  these  priceless  and  wonderful  records  and  documents,  as  they  were  spread 
out  on  the  table-,  waiting  to  go  to  the  engravers  and  printers.  And  that  night  j 
the  suDoosedlv  fireproof  Nevr  York  State  Library  at  Alban  y,N.V«  burned  down^and  l 
everythin'?  was  lost.  Then  the  State  of  Soutn  Carolina  had  gathered  many  rec-  ! 
ords^of  the  McCallas,  Hemphills,  pedens ,  Linds,  etc.,  which  we  do  not  have. 

And  then  this  S.C. State  Library,  at  Columbia,  S.C.  burned  down- --and  all  these , 
original  records- we're  lost,  ‘Then  Aunt  Carrie  Kami  11  (H-1256 )  went  abroad  and  -sa  ; 
saw  that  interesting  old  Church  at  Coleraine,  Ireland.,  where  the  Hamills  and  j 
Davidsons  came  from,  with  its  beautiful  window  to  the  Crusader  Hamill,  and  its 
priceless  old  records  tracing  clear  back  into  -antiquity .  She  intended  to  have 
the  Sacristan  make  'copies  of  all  those  fine  old  Church  re  cords-— -and  then  thati 
fine  old  Church  burned  down.  '  *  .

And  far  in  the  future  was  the  da  y  when  one  should  be  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  another  Chairman  of  the  largest  bank  in  Chicago  (I llinois-i.ierchants 
Nat  Bank)  and  connected  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  Upon  Mrs  McCaHa's 
mild  statement  that  she  w  as  the  daughter  of  Smith  Hamill,  Hr,  Laflin  patted  her 
on  the  tack  and  said  that  she  would  be  a  credit  to  Chicago. 

At  another  Chicago  banquet,  MISS  HELEN  UAYNS  Me CALLA  happened  to  sit  next 
to  Mr. Honore , father-in-law  of  the  elder  Potter  palmer.

This  attests  the 
regard  in  which  Thomas  McCalla  was  held  by  the  elder  generation  of  Chicago 

-  citizens  who  knew  him. 

An  interesting  story  of  the  Duke  of  Argyle  (KacCallum  More,  Archibald,  9th 
Duke  of  Argyle)  who  was  head  of  the  Scotch  Covenanters  in  the  American  Bible 
Society  Record  of  August,  1929.  "it  is  the  Duke  of  Argyle  who  is  climbing  the 
scaffold,  ’To  his  friends  he  saidjrI  could  die  like  a  Roman;  but  1  choose  rathi 
er  to  die  like  a  Christian.1  He  had  bathed  his  soul  in  the  spirit  of  this 
book  (the  Bible),  It  was  the  breath  of  life  that  held  him  up.  Lik©  a  courteous 
Gentleman  he  went  forward  to  the  glittering  knife,  and  kneeling  down,  prayed 
in  silence.  Then  he  lifted  his  hand  for  a  signal.  The  knife  descended;  Camp¬ 
bell  of  Argyle  was  with  his  Lord 5"  (Note;  MacCallum  More  V7as  the  Mccalla  an¬ 
cestor.  )  •  - 

The  YOUNGS  were  most  peaceable,  kindly  men.  But  when  the  country  was  en¬ 
dangered  and  war  came,  they  did  their  best .  They  fought  through  the  Tjar  of 
1776  as  Captains,  and  their  men  loved  them.  When  the  War  of  1812  came,  their 
men,  admiring  them  so  much  and  inspired  by  patriotic  fervor,  came  to  them  and 
said:  "Captains J  Hers  be  your  men,  ready  to  serve.  Where  ye  lead  we  follow!" 
And  the  same  Captains  and  the  sane  men  fought  through  the  War  of  1812, 

ALFRED  W.DAVI  SCON, HD. ,  founded  Rush  Medical  College  in  some  real  estate  ow¬ 
ned  by  him,  opposite  the  City  Hall,  on  Clark  Gt(East  side  of  street,,  between  1 
Washington  &  Randolph  Streets)  This  is  where  Cohanfs  Grand  Opera  House  now 
stands,  and  was  just  a  few  steps  North  of  the  first  5  story  bldg,  in  the  city 
of  Chicago,  erected  by  Thomas  MoCnXla(his  brother-in-law)  and  afterward  taken 
over  by  the  McCormicks  and  called  "The  Reaper  Block,"  He  was  assisted  by  Dr. 
Brainerd,  and  the  two  were  very  zealous  that  there  should  be  some  facilities 
for  teaching  medicine  in  the  hustling  young  city  by  the  Lake,  as  Doctors  were 
badly  needed  and  those  who  wished  to  study  were  forced  to  take  a  long,  expena 
sive  trip  East  to  a  Medical  School.  So  Dr,  Davisson,  who  was  County  Physician 
and  Dr.  Brainerd,  started  in  a  second-story  room,  what  Dr.  Davisson  insisted 
should  be  called  "Rush  Medical  College"  as  he  had  studied  medicine  under  Dr, 
Rush  and  had  an  intense  admiration  for  that  sterling  Patriot,  Doctor  and  sist¬ 
er  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  But  there  were  no  laws  in  the  city 
that  would  permit  the  securing  of  a  body  for  dissection  purposes,  and  so  they 
requested  the  colored  porter  to  obtain  a  body,  which  he  did.  They  were  illua^ 
t rating  the  construction  of  the  body  to  the  students  when  some  neighbor  grew 
suspicious  that  a  murder  v -s  being  committed,  and  Medical  Schools  being  such  i 
a  new  thing  in  the  tiny  city  of  Chicago  that  dissection  wns  unknown— he  cal-! 
led  a  Constable.  As  the  Constable  and  excited  neighbors  climbed  the  front 
stairs,  the  faithful  colored  servant  was  made  to  hide  the  body  under  a" rain¬

But  the  custom. in 
Scotland  was  for  both  Ministers  and  Congregation  to  drink,  and  so  one  day  the 
Scotch  Minister  took  a  "wee  drappie"  too  much  and  fell  on  the  sidewalk  in  a 
stupor.  This  so  scandalized  the  Congre gaticn,  who  had  American  ways,  that 
they  were  horrified.  So  the  dutiful  Thomas  Me  Cal  la  had  to  send  to  Edinburgh 
for  a  new  Minister,  and*  likewise  pay  his  salary  and  travel  expenses,  and  bring 
him  over  to  Chicago  to  minister  to  the  Congre ga tion.  Doubtless  he  was  warned 
not  to  drink, 

MARY  YOUNG  (me  then  of  Mrs  Smith  Hamill-H-125 )  was  a  wealthy,  very  aristocrat 
i'c  woman.  '-She  was  born  and  lived  at  Baltimore  much  of  her  days,  and  was  much 
interested  in  Orphans  and  in  aiding -children .  Once,  when  the  family  of  a  wid- 
od  of  good  blood  was  about  to  be  scattered  because  of  the  death  of  the  father, 
she  ?;ent  into  Court  and  arranged  for  the  children  to  be  brought  up  by  a  neigh¬ 
bor  woman.  She  ..paid  their  expenses  until  they  ?/ere  grown,  placed  them  in  good 
families,  and  they  all  turned  out  well. 

CONGRESSMAN  JAMBS  HEMPHILL  was  a  kindly  old  gentleman,  very  much  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  Hemphill  C-eneology.  He  published  a  pamphlet  on  it  in  1904,  and  knew 
much  about  the  McCalla  C-eneology,  and  furnished  the  McCallas  with  almost  more

The  YOUNGS,  in  addition  to  their  lack  of  hate  and  the  unusually  kindly 
•  smile ---have  always  been  noted  for  their  lack  of  prejudice.  In  the  earliest 
days  in  England  and  Scotland (and  since)  they  were  Baronets,  and  w*re  million 
a  ire  ship  owners.  In  those  days  it  was  customary  for  the  Prefeb$te  plans  to 
fear  the  Episcopalians  and  Catholics,  for  the  Bpi scopalians  to  hate  the  ca¬ 
tholics  and  persecute  the  Presbyterians,  and  for  the  Catholics  to  dislike 
them  both.  But  the  Youngs  were  so  free  from  any  prejudice  that  they  were 
willing  to  furnish  the  ships  that  brought  the  first  Catholic  colony  to  Amer¬ 
ica  and  to  help  colonize  the  Calvert - Lord  Paltimore---settlement  at  Haiti- 

.more.  And  they  settled  there  themselves.  This  incident  of  a  Presbyterian 
Young  being  so  powerfully  concerned  in  planting  the  CatnoXic  faith  in  Amer¬ 
ica  is  an  unusual  tribute  to  a  kindly  family  that  has  no  prejudices  and  no 
hates.  .  .

Scotch  spelling,  coming  from  MacCallum  of  "The  MacGallum  Mora " { Archibald, 9th 
fluke  of  Argyle )  However,  this  has  usually  been  shortened  as  so  many  have 
done,  with  Scotch  names,  to  McGalla.

The  Youngs  have  been  a  remarkable,  worth-while  family,  -ith  an  excesding-y 
interesting  historv,  and  much  to'  be  proud  of.  It  is  too  cad  that  the  Harris¬ 
burg  Library  fire, “and  the  Albany  Library  fire,  have  deprived  us  of  much  orig¬ 
inal  and  interesting  history  about  them,  A  family  that  is  as  kindly,  as 
smiling  and  as  worth-while  a  Christian  family  as  the  Youngs,  deserves  a  more 
completely  worked  out  Gs  neology  than  this,  and  It  is  hoped  that  some  wealthy 
'member  of  the  family  may  gather  together  a  much  more  completely  worked  out 
record  one  of  these  days,  and  publish  it  for  the  hhole  large ,  but  scattered 
family.  (Note;  The  Enon  Valley  Youngs,  with  the  Taylors-— have  a  partial 
geneology.)  '

tors  by  Martha  Washington).  William  and  John,  of  course-,  were  also  friends 
of  Washington.

It  is  not  by  chance  that  God  chose  one  of  the  smiling,  kindly  Youngs'  to 
be  head  of  the  Reparations  Commission.  The  uttrr  lack  of  hate,  the  '‘malice 
toward  none,  the  charity  for  all"  attitude,  with the  typical  disarming  Young 
smile,  mates  a  man  who,  as  shown,  was  eminently  fitted  to  handle  so'  difficult 
a  siiuawion,  and  yet  retain  everycneSs'  frienaiy  dteejLing.
